Council Lets Rubbish 
Contract to Avedesian 

Sierra Madre this week gave up its rubbish-collection business. 
After operating on its own for more than two months, the 
city decided that maybe private contractor John Avedesian's bid 
wasn't so bad after alL 


The City Council accepted Mr. 
Avedesian’s bid Tuesday night. 
The contract calls for a charge 
of 78 cents on each residential 
water meter per month, for the 
first 2 cubic yards of combus¬ 
tible rubbish. For each addi¬ 
tional 2 cubic yards, another 
40 cents will be charged. 

The contract provides for a 
commercial rate of $1.25 a 
month, assuming pickups of % 
cubic yards three times week¬ 
ly. 

Last week, the councilmen 
had indicated that they were 
“thinking seriously” of refusing 
the bid and continuing in the 
rubbish business themselves. 

But after a 35-minute recess¬ 
ed discussion at last Thursday’s 


adjourned meeting, the Coun 
cil voted to take the matter 
“under advisement” again and 
scheduled another adjourned 
meeting for Monday night. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
wryly pointed out then that 
they had 30 days in which to 
act on Mr. Avedesian’s bid. 

“And we usually wait until 
the 30th day to act,” he said. 
So we’re right in order.”

through the boulders toward 
Tom’s lair, as yet a mile from 
them.
